York talks, stress was laid on 
big-screen TV cg a means of 
luring people backc into the 
cinemas, but few explained how 
a man owning a sct could be 
induced to leave home, pay for 
a cinema seat and be satisfied 
to see the same he could have 
scen at his own fireside. 


Chain Reaction 


In Chicago a cine chain has 
already televised special events 
on big screen TV. First reports 


Many cinema owners openly 
blame the studios for dull ple- 
tures, 

Some demand more pictures, 
saying that features run too 
long in the big houses, and then 
move into suburban theatres 
for another long stay. Twice- 
a-week changes are demanded. 

The Houston conference also 
demanded much more colour. 

Only one thing brightens the 
cinema owners’ gloom: the 
Government order banning 
building of new cinemas. 

This, they think, will end 
growing competition from the 
drive-in theatres, of which 
there are now thousands.

VALUE OF AFFECTION - 


In the United States and other 
western countries, for a number 
of years, there has developed 
strong emphasis on the value 
of affection, not only to tho 
emotional well-being of the 


“child but also to his physical 


well-being. Accordingly, child~ 
care agencies usually consider a 
foster home, even one that 
lenves much to be desired, as 
far better for most children than 
the best conducted orphanage. 
Within the last decade young 
parents have heard at thetr 
clubs and on the air and read in 
magazines and books advice 
from psychiatrists and  psy- 
chologists urging an increase tn 
expression of affection to the 
baby and young child. Breast 
feeding is commended not only 
because of its usual direct 
superiority for good nutrition 
but also for its means of afford- 
ing the infant more cuddling. 
Mothers and nurses, while feed- 
ing infants from the bottle,

US “Panic” Export 
- Ban Causes 
Hongkong

America’s panie export ban on potential war

certificates on proof that the 
goods were for use In Hong- 
kong only. 

The Director told o China 
Mail reporter this morning that 
although representations had 
been made to the 
Consulate ‘here there. was as 
yet no indication that the 
‘Americans-- would accept the 
certificatiom plan. 

STRENUOUS EFFORTS 

Strenuous efforts, he revealed, 
were being made to obtain 
materials so that the small 
factories could keep running. 
They, he pointed out, would 
probably be the first affected 
because owing to thelr small 
capital they could only buy 
materials in small quantitics, 

A member of one large {mport 
concern in the Colony sald today 
the ban which had at first ap- 
piiga only to potential war goods 
cod now taken on the ap- 
pearance of a complete embarge, 

While appreciating America’s 
desire to prevent goods getting 
into Communist China he 
thought there was an gen! 
need for a clarification of the 
situation which had arisen. , 

Fear among many odusiness 
men fs that the “blockade” will 
create a. blackmarket in the 
many luxury goods affected and 
with Christmas just round the 
corner prices will go sky-high.
